CONVICTED OF 
TAKING OIL BRIBE 


Clemency by President 
Deemed Unlikely, but 
Lower Tribunal May Sus- 
pend Jail Term.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Clem- 
ency, either executive or judicial, 
is all that stands between Albert 
B. Fall and a cell in the “com- 
mon jail” of Washington. The 
Supreme Court yesterday declined 
to review the case in which the for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior was 
convicted of accepting a bribe of 
$100,000 from E. L. Doheny in con- 
nection with the leasing of the 
Elk Hills naval oil reserve. 

Justice William Hitz of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court, 
before whom Fall was tried, sen- 
tenced him to one year imprison- 
ment and a fine of $100,000—a 
sum identical with the amount of 
the bribe he received from Do- 
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heny. 
Executive Pardon Unlikely. 
The former Cabinet member has 
no recourse left, except an appeal 
for mercy. He could be  par- 
doned, or his sentence commutei, 
by President Hoover, but this is 
regarded as highly improbable. In- 
deed, there is reason to believe this 
possibility was exploded with dis- 
appointing results before the ap- 
peal to the highest court was 
taken. His other hope is that the 
trial court will suspend execution 
of the sentence. Jn this connection 
Frank Hogan, Fall attorney, yester- 
day recalled what Justice Hitz said 
at the time sentence was passed. 
The Justice stated that, if the mat- 
ter of executing sentence were be- 
fore him at the time. he would 
suspend it because of Fall's ill 


health. 
Fall was convicted by a jury 
Oct. 25, 1929, and sentenced soon 


ufterward. Since then Justice Hitz 
has been promoted to the Court of 
Appeals of the District of Columb'a, 
and hence will not act further upon | 
the case. Determination of wheth- 
er Fall is to go to jail will be made 
ny one of the nine Justices of the 
District Supreme Court. 
Supreme Court's Action. 

The United States Supreme 
(‘ourt’s manner of disposing of the 
case yesterday was the last word in 
previty and terseness. Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes read a list of approxi- 
mately 20 cases, identifying them 
merely by number and title, which 
the court declined to review. To- 
ward the end of the list he named 
the Fall case. 

Hogan, who was in court, said: 
“The court has acted. That's all 
there is to say,”’ and added no com- 
ment, except to call attention to 
Justice Hitz’s remarks on the occa- 
sion when sentence was passed. 
There is no doubt that when a 
Judge has been assigned to act 
upon the sentencing of Fall, Hogan 
will make a strong appeal for mer- 
ey, calling attention to what Jus- 
tice Hitz said. 

Fall, who is 70 vyvears old, has 
been reported to be in feeble 
health for several vears. During his 
trial on the bribery charge, he was 
wheeled In and out orf the court- 
room every day in an invalid's 
chair. However, after the verdict 
was returned, he arose and walked 
out on the arm of a relative. 

Only Criminal Conviction. 

This is the only criminal prose- 
cution, based directly on the Tex- 
pot Dome and Elk Hills leases, tn 
which the Government obtained a 
conviction, and it created a situn- 
tion full of interesting coincidenccs 
and paradoxes. Owen D. Roberts, 
who successfully prosecuted Fall. 
sat in his place yesterday as a 
member of the Supreme Court 
which rendered the decision — a 
place which he won by his service 
in the oil cases. Of course he took 
no part in this decision. 

Strangely enough, in another 
case, Doheny was acquitted of giv- 
ing the bribe which Fall had previ- 
ously been convicted of taking 
from him. Prior to either of tha 
bribery cases, Washington juries 
had acquitted Fall, Doheny and 
Harry F. Sinclair of conspiracy in 
connection with the leases, al- 
though the United States Supreme 
Court had declared, in annulling 
them, that the leases resulted from 
conspiracy. The suits to annul the 
leases were civil cases, and were 
decided by Federal Judges, while 
‘eriminal cases were decided by 
juries. 

Defense Argument. 

The bribe which Fall took was 
the $100,000 in cash which was da- 
livered to him on the night of Nov. 
$0, 1921, in the celebrated “little 
black bag,” by young Ned Doheny, 
subsequently murdered by an in- 
sane secretary. In all the cases in 
which the transaction figured, it 
was contended by the defense that 
the $100,000 was a loan “from one 
old prospector to another.” Juries 
in the Fall-Doheny conspiracy 
criminal case and in the Doheny 
bribery case accepted this version. 
But it was rejected by the Federal

TWO REPORTS ON 
ALLEGED ERRORS 
"NHOUSE RECORD 


Majority Holds Evidence Is 
Incomplete; Minor ity 
Calls for Correction of 
Journal.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 2.— 
The special House Committee 
named to investigate a charge that 
the House records improperly have 
been made to show final passage of 
two bills which were defeated, has 
taxen the statements of several 
representatives to the effect the 
bills were not acted on at the time 
indicated by the records, and were 
not reconsidered and passed after 
they were defeated 

The House committee, after 
hearing more than 30 witnesses, 
this afternoon held an executive 
session and adopted a majority and 
minority report. The majority re- 
port, signed by Representatives 
Duensing of Lafayette County, 
Barken of St. Louis County and 
Houston of Putnam County stated 
the three members did not believe 
the evidence was complete and re- 
quested an extension of time in 
which to rport until Thursday 
morning. The resolution creating 
the committee of four members, 
directed it to report this afternoon. 

The minority report, signed by 
Chairman Joffee of Kansas City 
and Representative Hodges of Cal- 
laway County, recommended that 
part of the House records showing 
final passage of the two bills, Sen- 
ate bills Nos. 186 and 427, be ex- 
punged from the House journal. 
The two reports are to be present- 
ed to the House late this after- 
noon. 

One of the bills which would re- 
quire al] automobiles in Missouri to 
be equipped with a patented device 
to contain the owner's certificate 
of title, and for which device the 
motorist would pay the Secretary 
of State’s department a fee of 50 
cents a year, has been vetoed by 
Gov. Caulfield. 

Governor Signed One Bill, 

The other bill, signed by the 
Governor, provides that stock in- 
surance companies incorporated in 
Missouri, shall be exempt from 
taxation of personal property and 
in lieu thereof pay an annual tax 
of 2 per cent of premiums collect- 
ed, It was estimated the bill would 
sate the insurance companies 
about $100,000 a year in taxes,

oped after the House recessed last 
May 2, pending trial of the State

Intensive Search on for Man 


While Officers Chased 
and Killed Companion. 


An intensive police search was 
on today for the Negro robber who 
killed Jacob P. Davis, part owner 
of the Avenue Furniture Co., in the 
company’s store at 1107-09 Frank- 
lin- avenue yesterday, while a sec- 
ond Negro robber, James Stanford, 
was being pursued by the police- 
men who killed him near the store. 

The Coroner’s inquest today re- 
sulted in a verdict that-Davis was 
killed by “parties unknown,” and 
that Stanford was killed by police- 
men in performance of their duty. 
No account was given in the in- 


quest testimony of the circum- 
stances of the killing of the un- 
armed merchant by his captor, 


with whom he was left in the store 
when Police Capt. William Tier- 
ney, who had walked in upon the 
robbery, ran out in pursuit of the 
f_seing Stanford. . 
Captain Tells His Story. 


Capt. Tierney repeated his story, 
told yesterday. He said that he 
and Special Officers Pugh and 
Shoulders, all in civilian clothes, 
went out shortly before 8 a. m. 
yesterday in search of a Negro who 
was suspected of having had part 
in the holdup of Marcus Haffner’s 
Cass avenue feed store, Sunday 
morning. They had looked for this 
man the day before, and had been 
told that he would report for work 
at the Avenue Furniture Co. at 8 
a. m. Monday. 

Capt. Tierney said he saw Sergt. 
Erlacher and two uniformed pa- 
trolmen near thé store, and direct- 
ed them'‘to move over to Wash 
street, as he feared that the man 
who was being sought would keep 


‘away from the store if he saw the 
j}uniformed men.

Entry Made When Professor Found Gas Valve 
of Balloon Did Not Work—Details 
of Flight Given. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 2.-——The Acht Uhr 
Abendblatt, publishing a purported 
verbatim text of the first part of 
the logbook of Prof. Auguste Pic- 
card, kept on his balloon flight into 
the, stratosphere, tells the detailed 
story of the experiences of the pro- 
fessor and his companion,’ the 
physicist, Charles Kipfer. 

“We are prisoners of the air,” 


Prof. Piccard noted at 9:56 a. m., 
about six hours after the takeoff 
last Wednesday morning. The no- 
tation was made after Piccard had 
discovered that the gas valve of 
the balloon could not be opened 
and they would be compelled to 
remain in the air far longer than 
they originally intended. 

Over an hour before the notation 
was maie the professor had noted 
in his logbook that they had de- 
cided to descend. 

A notation made at 5 am. a 
little more than an hour after the 
takeoff, indicated that the oxygen 
apparatus was out of order and had 
to be repaired. 

He also noted at this time that 
it was “snowing” in the spherical 
cabin, the “snow” being hoar frost 
falling from the cabin’s top. 


Earth Invisible. 
At 5:57 he noted that the earth 
was invisible, due to clouds, and 
that water was running down the 
sides of the cabin instead of freez- 
ing en the sides as hoar frost. 
At 6:35 a. m. they first discov- 
ered that the gas valve was not 
functioning. “Ig we cannot pull 
it,” the professor noted, “‘we cun- 
not land until evening.” 

They discovered that there-Was A 
leak in their “airtight” cabin, due 
to a ballast outlet not being tight- 
ly screwed down. 

Discovery that the gas valve was 
continuing to fail to function 
caused the professor to note that 
they were in “just a little danger.” 


“We may have to Femain aloft 
until 3 p. m.,” he noted. “The 
temperature inside the. airtight 
cabin is rising and the walls are 
becoming burning hot. 

On two different occasions dur- 
ing the morning Prof. Piccard and 


his companion encountered clouds, 


of ice particles in the stratosphere. 

“I am no sportsman,” Prof. Pic- 
card said in an interview. ‘“I was 
not out to make any altitude rec- 
ords. All 1 wanted to do was to 
test the action of cosmic rays in 
an atmospheric pressure of 76 mil- 
limeters, or one-tenth normal at- 
mospheric pressure on the earth’s 
surface. 

“This has been done and the re- 
sults are being worked out. In the 
stratosphere we found nothing un- 
expected.” 

Asked whether the cosmic rays 
were identifiable as the so-called 
“death rays,” Prof, Piccard 
laughed. 

“We were in the stratosphere 16 
hours,” he said, “and we are still 
alive.” 

Measure Distance by Echo. 

The professor blew a little trum- 
pet, the one they used, he said, to 
measure their distance from the 
earth by sound echoes while they 
were descending in the balloon. The 
distance was calculated by measur- 
ing the length of time required for 
the echo, 

At a height of 16,000 meters, he 
said, he could only see small sec- 
tions of the earth through the bot- 
tom porthole even when the clouds 
did not interfere,» and towns and 
villages were entirely undiscern- 
able. 

Asked whether or not he was 
nervous because this was his thir- 
teenth flight, the professor quaint- 


ly revesled his philosophical na- 
ture. 
“To avoid that, of course,” he 


said, ‘“‘we might have made a short 
intermediate flight. But, after all, 
I thought: ‘Oh, wel), what’s the 
use? Let's go!’”

DOCTOR SHOT T0 DEATH 
IN OWN BURGLAR TRAP 


Ralcy Husted Bell Killed at 
Pennsylvania Summer Home 
—Noted as Author. 


By the Associated Press, 
DOYLESTON, Pa., June 2.—The 


death of Dr. Ralcy Husted Bell, ap- 
parently a victim of his own bur- 
glar trap, is under investigation. 
The body of the alienist, natu- 
ralist and author was found at 
Sycamore Lodge, his summer home. 


There was a gunshot wound in the 
chest. A shotgun placed on a clos- 
et floor with a wire to the door ap- 
parently had been discharged, kill- 
ing Dr. Bell almost instantly. Death 
occurred Friday. 

The body was discovered by Ollie 
Major, caretaker of the home. Dr. 
John J. Sweeney, County Coroner, 
issued a certificate of accidental 
death and said there were no indi- 
cations of foul play. State troop- 
ers, however, are looking into the 
case. 

Some years ago Dr. Bell became 
incensed at what he termed “van- 
dal motorists,”” who drove over the 
highways and pulled up _ flowers 
and shrubs. He vowed he would 
put an end to the practice and 
stretched barbed wire over lanes. 
He rigged up traps in hidden places 
and included his Own grounds in 
the elaborate, plan. 

Later he fixed shotguns about the 
house and outbuildings so they 
would be discharged if any  in- 
truder attempted to gain entrance. 
The gun with which he was killed 
was wired to the floor at an an- 
gle which would put the full charge 
Squarely in the chest of an intruder. 

Dr. Bell was born Feb. 6, 1869, 
in New York City. He was a bach- 
elor. He studied medicine at Bow- 
doin College, Maine; Atlanta (Ga.) 
Medical College, Dartmouth and in 
Paris. He then established a prac- 
tice in New York which he aban- 
doned several years ago to give his 
time to nature study and writing. 

Among his writings are “The Re- 
ligion of Beauty,” published in 
1911; ‘“‘Words of the ‘Vood,” a col- 
lection of poems published in 1906, 
and “Woman From Bondage to 
Freedom,” 1917. 

Sycamore Lodge, Dr. Bell's sum- 
mer home, in the midst of the art- 
ists’ colony, is one of the show 


places of the locality.

Sever Relations With Feder- 
al Organization Over 
Committee Report Favor- 
ing Birth Control. 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTREAT, N. C., June .2.—The 
General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in the United States 
(Southern) has voted to sever re- 
lations with the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in Ametica, 
the decision late yesterday follow- 
ing an afternoon of debate on the 
council’s committee report which 
gave approval to birth control. 
The vote on withdrawal was de« 
cisive, a motion to remain in the 
council being killed 175 to 79. 
The Rev. A. S. Johnson of 
Charlotte spoke of the “shame and 
indignation” with which Southern 
Presbyterians read the birth con- 
trol report, and the Rev. J. C. John-« 
son of Covesville, Va., said its pube 
lication had brought “chagrin.” 

The Rev. E. A. Dillard of 
Charlotte said ho could “prove the 
Federal Council is not a Christian 
organization’ and followed a few 
minutes later with the statement 
that a former presiden?® of the coun. 
cil, Dr. S. Parkes Cadman of New 
York City, was “not a Christian.” 
Protests greeted this statement and 
he apologized. 

The Rev. George Summey of 
Austin, Tex., representative from 
the assembly on the Council, de- 
fended the Council, contending the 
question of birth control was not 
before the Assembly and that the 
Council had made “neither a deliv- 


{erance nor taken action.” He said 


the birth control ‘report was that 
of a committee appointed to study 
the question. 

The Rev. H. B. Dendy of Weav- 
erville, N. C.,.~declared “You are 
going to split our church if you 
don’t get out,” and T. M. Glasgow, 
Charlotte, said laymen were “not 
interested in this birth control Wusi- 
ness. They just pass it up and say 
it is not the church's business and 
the church has made a fool of it- 
self.”’ 

The General Assembly passed a 
resolution affirming the stand of 
the church in its opposition. to war 
4 and asking the synods to eliminate 
compulsory military training from 
church-owned colleges.

BOTANY PROFESSOR 
FOR WASHINGTON U. 


Dr. Carroll William Dodge, 
Noted Mycologist, Is Ap- 
pointed. 


Dr. Carroll William Dodge, an 
internationally known botanist of 
Harvard. University, has been ap- 
pointed professor of botany of the 
Henry Shaw School of Botany of 
Washington University and mycol- 
ogist of Shaw’s Garden, Dr. George 
T. Moore, director of the Garden, 
has announced. He will come here 
next fall. : 

Dr. Dodge is known particularly 
for his work in mycology, a branch 
of botany dealing with fungi, and 
is regarded as the outstanding au- 
thority| in the United States on the 
relation of fungi to human dis- 
ease. A discussion of fungi as 
causes of disease in human beings 
is contained in ‘‘Medical Mycology,” 

‘a book which he is completing for 
publication next winter. 

Dr. Dodge collaborated with Dr. 
Ernst Albert Gaumann, a botanist 
of Zurich, Switzerland, in writing 
“Comparative Morphology of 
Fungi,” a book which is widely 
used as a text in universities, both 
in this country and abroad. He is 
completing u treatise on 
Lichenology of Costa Rica,” con- 
taining information gathered on a 
scientific expedition to Central 
America. 

He received the degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy at Washington Uni- 
versity in 1918 after having re- 
ceived the degrees of Bachelor and 
Master of Arts at Middlebury Col- 
lege, Vermont.« He went to Har- 
vard as instructor in botany in 
1921 after teaching for two years 
at Brown University. He is cura- 
tor of the Farlow Herbarium and 
Library at Harvard. 

Dr. David Hunt Linder, mycolo- 
gist, and Mrs. Linder, orchidalo- 
gist, resigned recently from the 
staff of Shaw’s Garden to continue 
their work in the East. Dr. Linder 
in the Harvard faculty and Mrs. 
Linder, formerly Miss Elinor Al- 
berts, in special work for an East- 
ern orchid grower. 

Dr. Edgar S. Anderson, geneticist 
at Shaw’s Garden and associate 
professor of botany at Washington 
University, was recently appointed 
arborist of the Arnold Aboretum 
at Harvard University.

Philip K. Knapp Says He Shot 
Man to Get Car and Escape 
From Army.

WEST ORANGE, N. J., June 2. 
—The six-year-old murder of Lou's 
Panella, a taxicab driver, near 
Camp Mills, Mineola L. I., has been 
solved, police announced today, by 
the arrest and confession of Philip 
Knox Knapp. 

“tT shot him through the back 
of the head,” the confession said. 
“IT had decided I was fed up on the 
air service (Knapp was in the First 
Observation Squadron stationed at 
Miichell Field), and that the best 
thing to do was to rob the driver 
and take his cab.” E 

Knapp had been living under the 
name of Allen Kingsbury Phillips. 
At first he denied he was Knapp. 
Finger print comparisons, however, 
led to his admission of his identity 
and subsequently to his confession. 

“I'm glad it’s over,” he told po- 
lice today. “I want to go back to 
New York and take my medicine.” 
. Knapp said on the night of the 
killing early in July, 1925, he Ieft 
Mitchel Field, shot Panella to death, 
stole his cab, sold it; went to Bos- 
ton and joined the Coast Guard: 
married a Boston woman; moved 
back to Long Island and served as 
a Coast Guardsman; and then came 
to New Jersey. He was employed 
by a public utility company when 
arrested. His wife, he said, did not 
know his real identity or his past. 

New York detectives discovered 
Panella’s taxicab in a used-car 
salesroom and traced it to Knapp. 
but he had disappeared. Army 
planes sought him jn the Adiron- 
dacks and the Thousand Islands. 
where he frequently visited. He 
was sought in Syracuse, where his 
father, William W. Knapp, a re- 
tired manufacturer lived and also 
at the homes of former women ac- 
quaintances, both in New York and 
Syracuse. 

In checking Coast Guard records. 
Nassau County police found finger 
prints listed for Allen K. Phillips 
matching those of Knapp. 

Mrs. “Phillips,” Knapp’s wife. 
said she would “stick by” her hus- 
band. 

She met Knapp, then in the 
Boston coast guard, at a dance. He 
was a “nice, quiet young man,” she 
said. They were married two 
months later. 

Knapp’s marriage to Miss Hil! 
was his second. In 1925 he mar- 
ried, in Baltimore, Miss Fann: 
Tabb. They were subsequently di 
vorced after living together on); 
five days. 


FORMER ST. LOVISAN’S OPERA

It will be sung at the Pigalle 
Theater, recently built by Baron 
Henri de Rothschild.

The composition is said to be 
Japanese in atmosphere and feel- 
ing, but to conform to Western 
technique except for the occasion-

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ARMY BUYS RUSSIAN MATCHES 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—War 


Department officials said today that 
a’ contract, which had been de- 
scribed as having brought Russian- 
made matches into use in army 
posts, had been accepted because 
it was the lowest offered. 

The contract was awarded to the 
Northam Co., whose headquarters 
are in New York, and the matches 
supplied were said to bear the in- 


scription, “made in Russia.” Of- 
ficials of the quartermaster corps 
said that except for certain latitude 
which would permit the army to 
accept slightly higher bids for 
American-made goods, the law 
made it mandatory to accept the 
lowest bids. In view of the'effort 
to save money, they added, the army 
was seeking’ the lowest possible 
prices for goods it bought and the 
question of political recognition of 
the Soviet Union could not be tak- 
en into consideration.

Great Oaks From Little Acorns 
HE responsibility for this 
rests with the Calcutta Jockey 
Ciub, which must be today stand- 
ing in pop-eyed amazement at 
the Frankenstein it has created. 
Long years ago the Calcutta 
Jockey Ciub, founded by English 
army officers in India to provide 
racing as a diversion from the 
Greary round of army post life, 
needed money to carry on. It 
conceived the idea of selling 
sweepstakes tickets among its 
members and their relatives, a 
percentage of the total pool to be 
set aside to finance the operat- 
ing and construction costs of the 
club. 
At first it was a very limited 
affair, but it served its purpose. 
Presently the idea of getting a 
big chunk of money for a slight 
investment intrigued outsiders 
who had learned of the pool and 
its possibilities and the operation 
was extended to take in mem- 
bers’ friends. ~ 
Gathering momentum and size, 
it grew year by year, spreading 
throughout the empire and even 
the United States. Because the 
Calcutta tickets, ostensibly at 
least, can be obtained only 
through club members, they are 
more difficult to purchase than 
those of other “sweeps.” Also a 
full ticket costs £1 sterling. At 
this time the total Calcutta prize 
money is in seven figures and the 
lucky winner of first prize is 
likely to receive many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 
The Stock Exchange sweep is 
another conservatively handled 
British pool with receipts so 
large that its prize money has 
been split up into two or more 
sets of prizes. 
It is estimated there are at 
least 100,000 pools todar of va- 
rious sorts on the English Derby 
and the enormous extent of the 
speculation on this event is be- 
coming a concern to the govern- 
ing heads of the British Empire. 
Certainly, the problem of deal- 
ing with the distribution of tick- 
ets sold by sweeps, legitimate 
and fictitious, is a problem to 
which the authorities soon will 
have to give more than passing 
attention.

Legislature Votes for Referen- 
dum — State Ad Valorem 
Exemption Up to $3000.

By SUSTIN, rex. June 2.-—The' 
Texas Legislature has voted to sub- 
mit a constitutional amendment to 
a popular vote which, f adopted, 
will exempt homesteads from State 
ad valorem taxes up to $3000. 

When the amendment is adopted, 
as the legislators expect, the Legis- 
lature probably will turn to the in- 
come tax as the best method of 
the revenue formerly 
brought in by the ad valorem tax. 
An effort to submit a constituti 
amendment authorizing the State 
to levy an income tax on a grad- 
uated scale failed at the session 
cently ended. iJt lacked seven votes 
in the House, receiving 98 of fhe 
required 100. 

The homestead exemption 
amendment will be submitted at 
the general election in 1932 and 
will become effective in 1935 if 
adopted. 

The State ad valorem tax range 
from 65 to 75 cents per $100 valu- 
ation. The maximum tax is 77 
cents, the State being authorized to; 
levy 35 cents for school purposes; 
85 cents for general revenue and 7 
cents for Confederate pensions. 

The $3000 exemption was a com- 
promise between the House and 
Senate after an amendment to re- 
lease homes of State property tax- 
ation, regardless of value, had been 
defeated. The Senate proposed to 
exempt homesteads to $5000 and 
the House passed a bill limiting the 
exemption to $2000. A free confer- 
ence committee set the exemption 
at $3000. : 

Leading advocates of the exemp- 
tion plan opposed the proposal to 
lift the burden of State taxation 
completely from homesteads, be- 
lieving that owners of homes valued 
in excess of the $3000 exemption 
could afford to pay taxes on prop- 
erty valuations above this figure. 

Although there was considerable 

opposition to submission of the 
amendment, it was approved by 
substantial majorities in both 
houses. The plan was one of the 
Planks of the Democratic State 
plajform drafted by Gov. R. 8S. 
Sterling. — 
In reality the amendment § will 
exempt property having a value of 
approximately $6000 since property 
is rendered in most taxing subdivi- 
sions at from 40 to 60 per cent of 
its actual market value. 

It was estimated that at least 
one-half the homesteads in the 
State would be exempted from State 
taxation. 

Texas will be the first state in 
the Union to exempt homesteads 
from taxation, according to propo- 
nents of the amendment.

MADRID, June 2.—The  provi- 
sional Government has abolished 
titles of nobility because “‘Spain has 
entered a new regime of liberty and 
democracy.” 

The Cabinet has issued a decree 
placing members of the aristocracy 
on virtually the same basis as 
French’ nobility. They may use 
their titles privately but must sign 
their names to legal documents. 
About 2600 aristocrats are affected.

“And if the third principle of a 
Catholic philosophy is correct, 
namely, the principle that educa- 
tion consists in adequate self-real- 
ization, in co-ordination with but 
not in opposition to self-realiza- 
tion of others,” he continued; “‘then 
a Catholic university can never re- 
gard itself purely as an instruc- 
tional center. It can never define 
its standards of admission, of pro- 
motion and of gr duation in merely 
intellectual terms; it can never con- 
sistently with its o - basic philoso- 
Phy develop its students _ intel- 
lectually to the neglect of their self 
determjning powers. , 

“For a Catholic university, 
knowledge implies responsibility. 
The two are directly proportional— 
the greater the knowledge,’ the 
greater the responsibility. The at- 
tainment of truth is only the small- 
er part of the university's strug- 
gle. The larger part is the attain- 
ment of goodness and the further 
diffusion of that goodness becomes 
a prime concerr 

“Neither idealism nor pragmat- 
ism alone are the solution of life’s 
responsibility. Truth and goodness 
must inter-penetrate; thought must 
lead to action, and both must be 
consistent. There is not room in 
such a theory of education for 
practical schemes which contradict 
in their implications basically ac- 
cepted truths no: is there room in 
such a theory -for truth which has 
no relation to human action. 

“And so it seems to me that this 
theory of education defines a via 
media between the aristophylic and 
the demophylic .cttitude in a uni- 
versity. On the one hand, a Cath- 
olic university must safeguard the 
individual; on the other hand, it 
must safeguard all individuals. 

“It must foster ideals in every 
class, from that of the unskilled la- 
borer to the business executive or 
to the professional specialist. It 
must look to the people of all 
classes for their endorsement and 
support just as it must bring to thé 
people of all classes its inspiration 
and its help. It must in fact te d 
to mould all classes so that t) ere 
may be recruited the: intellectual 
and the religious «leaders from 
whatever rank of life ip which they 
may be found. 

Men With Many Contacts, 

“It must produce men sufficient- 
ly broad in the scope of their train- 
ing to maintain emphatically «on- 
trasts in philosophical and re- 
ligious matters and at the same

& standstill, A state of unfair 
competition is created paralyz- 
ing to buying power. The main- 
tenance of reasonable and sta- 
ble prices for fabricated prod- 
ucts is the first requisite to re- 
covery. 

While this subject interests 
all kinds of savings, investments 
and business, it is especially vi- 
tal to the wage earner. The 
wholesale cost of most com- 
modities is principally the cost 
of labor, The wage scale of the 
country has held rather better 
than anything else but if all oth- 
er costs are reduced the pressure 
to reduce wages will be over- 
whelming. Profitable price 
standards are not a panacea but 
they are an essential] element to 
wage scales and economic re- 
covery.

Income Taxes. 

The. Premier announced a num- 
ber of measures destined to make 
up the deficit in the budget.

A special excise tax of 1 per 
cent on imported goods. 

An increase in incOme tax from 8 
to 10 per cent, 

An increase in sales tax from 1 
to 4 per cent. 

An increase !n postage rates on 
letters from 2 to 3 cents. 

The special excise tax of 1 per 
cent, effective today, is imposed on 


all goods imported into Canada, 
“payable by the importer or trans- 
feree who takes the goods out of 
bond for consumption, at the time 
when the goods are imported or 
taken out of warehouse for con- 
sumption.” 

The increase in income tax is ap- 
plicable to the income of corpora- 
tions and joint stock companies. 
The increase will be applicable this 
year. 

Insurance companies, other than 
life and marine insurance compa- 
nies and fraternal benefit societies, 
will be taxed 1 per cent on their 
net premiums received by the com- 
panies in Canada. 

The rates on individual incomes 
do not take effect this year. Next 
year those who formerly had & 
$3000 exemption will be allowed 
$3500. The other exemptions re- 
main unchanged. The rates above 
the exemption next year will be 1 
per cent on the first $2000 or any 
portion thereof; on the amount in 
excess of $1000 but not in 
of $2000, 2 per cent P 

Dominion contributions to the 
old age pension scheme will be in- 
creased to 75 per cent.

COUNTY TAX RATE REDUCED 
2 CENTS ON $100 VALUATION 


Retirement of $214,000 Worth of 
1918 Road Bonds Makes 
Decrease Possible. 


The St. Louis County tax rate for 
1931 will be 92 cents on the $100 
valuation, a reduction of 2 cents, 
it was announced yesterday by the 
County Court. The rate applies to 
real and personal taxes payable 
Sept. 1 and delinquent after Dec. 
31, 

The levy is apportioned as fol- 
lows: State tax, 12 cents; general 
county revenue, 35 cents; road tax, 
25 cents; interest and sinking fund 
for $10,000,000 road bond issue of 
1928, 16 cents; interest and sinking 
fund for $1,000,000 County Hos- 
pital bopd issue, 2 cents; interest 
and sinking fund for $3,000,000 
road bond issue or 1916, 2 cents. 

Issuance of additional road bonds 
authorized in 1928 as the money is 
needed for the construction pro- 
fram, resulted in an increase of 
1 cent over last year’s rate. How- 
ever, retirement of $214,000 worth 
of 1916 road bonds. last vear made 
possible the reduction from 5 to 2 
cents for this fund. 

In addition, school taxes ranging 
from 10 cents to $2.31, depending 
on the district, will be collected. 
The average rate is 84 cents.
